the Unit eel States will be formally op- 
ened this evening on the block bound- 
ed on the north by Twelfth, on the 
south bj Eleventh, on the east by Har- 
rison 
and on the west by Webster 


streets in this city. 


The s-i-ucture has been erected at a 
cost of JSO.OOO by Mrs. F. M. Smith. 
This expenditure, however, does 
not 


include the value of. the ground. 
The demand for a structure of this 


kind In Oakland- has existed for 
a 
number of years, but the grantii-.g of 
it was prevented by the tenacity with 
which the owners clung to a -worm- 
eater, old building, which, for years 
stood oi the northeast corner oC Elev- 
enth an'i Washington streets, Jn which 
many of the commission firms of this 
city 'brie, been established, and which, 
thev fel:, they could not leave save in 
o. body without injuring their individ- 
ual business. 


END OF OLD MARKET. 


The 
old 
structure 
has, 
however, 


been, razed to the grotinel, thus neces- 
sitating the selection of another gen- 
eral resort in which people in the pro- 
duce and commission line could con- 
centrate their business and, at 
tho 
same time, sn'.isfy their patrons in all 
parts of the city. 
As a consequence, practically every 


down-town commission merchant and 
produce dealer of this pity is now lo- 
cated in this new Produce Bxe-hange. 
There a:-e forty-six stores in the build- 
Ing, 
anc", of these, forty are occupied. 
The npjiearonce of 
these 
places 
of 


business; is modern In every respect, 
and Is In keeping with the systematic 
method devised for the conduct of bus- 
iness and the .modern appliances which 
are everywhere vlsibe. 


NEW STRUCTURE. 


The building Is one story in height. 


Is built of wood, and contains about 
one million feet of lumber. 
Store.'; 
front 
on the four streets 


which hound the building. 
Through 
the mid-lie of the Exchange, from east 
to 
west, 
runs a. court forty feet in 


width. 
Upon this court, the 
stores 


which front on Eleventh and Twelfth 
streets 
have 
a 
view through large 
plate-gliss windows and openings. By 
means nf the court, goods may be left 
at the various stores or may there be 
put upon wagons for home delivery. By 
means i-f this court, too, customers In 
carriages may be served without leo.v- 
ing their vehicles, a convenience here- 
tofore unknown and which will be es- 
pecially 
appreciated 
in tempestuous 


weather. 


COLD STORAGE, 


The sidewalks are new and level anel 


extend from lot line to the curb. Over 
these walks, is a broad, overhanging 
porch which extends around the build- 
ing protecting goods in display, from 
the' heft of summer a.nel the rain of 
winter. 
Each store is. at all times, 
open to fresh air by means of tall, Iron 
gates vhich are made strong anel or- 
nate. ':'his is ol incalculable advant- 
age to sto-res In which products of a 
perishable character, such as vegeta- 
bles, 
meat, and fruit are sold. 
By 


wa.y of supplementing this means of 
preserving 
stocks of goods, a cold- 
storage plant has been established in 
a section of the building, the benefits 
of which are enjoyed by all the lessees. 
Pipes run from the plant to each of the 
stores which keep the several refriger- 
ators a-, the required cold temperature 
without the direct handling or the an- 
noyanci- of the shifting of ice. 


There are also facilities for the man- 


ufacture of ice, the plant having p. ca- 
pacity of 67 tons daily. 


FIRE-PROOF. 


The structure has been made prac- 


tically fire-proof by the use of what 
Is knowr. as cold water paint and the 
covering of the roof with what, is 
styled elaterlte, a fire-proof material 
which is manufactured in this city 
anel which will be able to negative the 
effects of any burning bran-d which 
may fall upon It from a surrounding 
conflagration. 
The building is designed by archi- 


tect A, W". Smith. 
In it, is a sugges- 


tion o:" mission architecture, though 
this has been modernized In a manner 
which jives it. on the whole a very at- 
tractive appearance. 


NOT A FREE MARKET. 


In many large cities there are what 
la call-id "free marke-ts" and "public 
markets". 
In time, these places be- 
come iibject.lor.able by reason of the 
suggestion of hidden refuse or by ap- 
parent lack of cleanliness, which fre- 
quently deters people with sensitive 
faculties from even frequenting much 
le=« patronizing them. 


This exchange, however, is not a free

To ruost por- 
nons the privilege of Indulging their taste 
In this dJreetlon i» limited to gazing In nt 
the shop wlndowH where qnnlnt old pint- 
tert and curious dishes tempt tbe eve. The 
prices nre prohibitive for nil but those Who 
hare plethoric pocketbooks. 


Until recently tneword "plate" wns suffi- 


cient to repel tbe overage person, but the- 
*eal of approbation given by the-collector 
and tbe connoisseur and the growth of 
knowledge us to what Sheffield plate reaUy 
1s hove changed all tba-t.

know now only t*bnt the name Sheffield plate 
IcdJcates a costly kind of metal ware, bu*t 
are Ignorant of the -why.

The Lily Skirt-The Correct Fonndatioi Skirt For 


So long as clinging skirts maintain tholr 


unwonted popularity tbr? question of the 
foundation, or "slip," skirt. Is one of vital 
Importance. Jt must be fitted with the same 
precision ns the top skirt and have the 
proper cut and swing. ' 


Tho skirt here lllmstratedanswers all these 


requirements, and.is named the "Illy skirt," 
BO called from its resemblance to the Inverted 
Illy. It is also known as the "wlndproof 
skirt," .an<l among its manifold virtues Is 
the paramount one that It defies the wind 
even of tho'Flatlrou Building. 


The spring and summer of 1903 have 


brought tnaoy changes in the fomlniTie form, 
and this particular model is being accepted 
as tho proper skirt for \vhnt is termed the 
"new flgurr." It Is an undisputed fact that 
a well-fitting skirt is essential to the general 
makeup of ihe smartly gowned woman, since 
it gives freedom iu walking nnd nllows the 
wearer to s-ep well out on the toe, resting on 
the boll of the foot and lightly on the heel, 
keeping the Unoes stlH-so as to give the form 
the proper poise and balance. 


The graceful appearance of the top skirt 


depends largely on the foundation skirt, and 
all the arts nnd devices known i.o the clever 


modlsto or tailor will cor.nt for naagh In 
the nttlng of a gown so long as'thc foui da- 
tlon' skirt is not properly liutfg. . 


No woman Is eligible to the rank and fl! t of 


well-dressed women "who persists in wea ing 
a slipshod skirt. The lily, -or wlndpr >of, '; 
skirt Is a three-plecp model, having a nnr ow i 
front gore ami circular sides and back c >m- 
liined. The upper portion-fits closely-tj a 1 
point well below the.knees; from bore tl ere 
is i\ tendency to flare, and the sweep nt the 
lower edge Is farther augmented by tbe a Idi- 
tion of a circular flounce about eight In- hes 
wide. Two Bmnil ruffles nre added to the 
circular flounce, one five and a half ln< hes 
wide and the other two nnd a half Inches. 


These two'small ruffles ,nro ornamei ted 


with narrow plaited ruches-of ribbon. To 
•protect the lower'edge a binding of vel- 
veteen Is used, which can be quickly at- 
tached, thus affording a neat finish ar d a 
perfect protection as'well. 


The circular flounce has a facing of 1 air- 


cloth equally wide, but the haircloth u ust 
be shrunk before using and cut with the 
hair In the cloth running around the s drt 
and noti:p ruid down. Lluing the flounce i-ith 
the haircloth gives style and-elegance to the 


skirt, nnd no matter what position the wear- 
er mr.y nssurno or how long it. lias been lu 
use It will always retdtn Its stmpe. 


Tho two small ruffles below the haircloth 


give freedom In walking, and therein lies 
the virtue of hatrrlolii. 


HIgU-clnss dressmakers are using hnlrcloth,

Our Day Growing Longer. 


The earth revolres on Its axl§ once In 24 


hours at present, yet millions of rears ago It 
completed a revolution In a day of about five 
hours. It-could revolve no faster than this 
and remain a single, unbroken masi. 


Now, 
when our day was about five hour* 


long, the moon, so astronomers tell iu», was 
In contact with the surface of the earth. It 
had just broken away from the parent mass, 
but as our length of the terrestrial day in- 
creased so did the distance of the moon. 


Whenever the rotation time of a planet Is 


shorter than the period of the revolution of 
its satellite the effect of their mutual action 
Is to accelerate the motion of the satellite 
and to compel it to move In an Increased orbit 
—to amplify Its distance. 


So now our day is shorter than the month— 


tbe period of. revolution—of the moon. Our 
satellite, therefore, Is slowly receding from 
us, uud it has been moving away for thou- 
sands of centuries. But the dny of the earth 
IB growing longer. 


So long as the terrestrial day Is shorter 


than the lunnr month the moon will continue 
to recede from us. In time, so many million! 
of years hence that they almost bnffle com- 
putation, our day will be a month long: aud 
the moon will be lost In space. 


A'Freneh postal clerk has evolved a simple 


apparatus for dispensing with the postage 
stamp and enabling anyone u> get his-letter 
frankeiV after office hours.
